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'he  Cody  Road  Into  Yellowstone  Park 

iLTHOUGH  comparatively  new  and  but  little  known, 
those  who  have  used  this  route  are  enthusiastic  in 
its  praise,  and  experienced  travelers  declare  that 
in  the  sustained  beauty  and  grandeur  of  its 
scenery,  it  far  excels  the  Park  itself,  except 
in  one  particular — the  Grand  Canyon  of  the 
Yellowstone    River.        The   absence   of    settlements,   the 
immediate    nearness    of   wild    game    and   the   abundant 
mountain  trout  are  in  keeping  with  and  add  much  to 
the  rugged  charm  and  primitive  aspects  of  the  country- 
truly  the  "call  of  the  wild"  is  insistently  audible  here. 

The  route  lies  through  the  "Buffalo  Bill"  country,  across  the  Shoshone 
National  Forest  and  through  the  lofty,  snow-capped,  evergreen-covered 
mountains  of  the  Absoraka  Range.  For  the  entire  distance  from 
Cody  to  the  Lake  Hotel  (ninety  miles),  the  Government  has  built 
and  maintains  at  great  expense  a  splendid,  safe  roadway. 

Whether  one  makes  the  trip  by  automobile,  in  the  conventional 
mountain  surrey  stopping  over  at  the  hotels,  in  a  camping  party  or 
with  a  pack  outfit,  personal  comforts  need  not  be  sacrificed,  although 
some  of  the  luxuries  will  be  necessarily  absent. 


The  Prince  of  Monaco, 
who  hunted  in  this  region 
during  the  fall  of  1913,  said: 
"I  was  deeply  impressed  by 
the  grandeur  and  beauty  of 
the  scenery.  My  admira- 
tion for  your  mountains  is 
too  deep  for  words.  I  am 
familiar  with  the  beauties 
of  Switzerland  and  Norway, 
but  the  Alps  region  seems 
small  and  artificial  and  too 
much  like  an  exploited 
country  when  compared 
with  the  rugged  natural 
beauty  of  your  Far  West."

Along  the  Road 

NEITHER  by  pen  nor  picture  can  justice  be  done 
the  magnificent  scenery  along  the  Cody  Road, 
but  brief  mention  of  its  characteristic  features 
may  be  helpful. 

Picture,  first,  the  region  as  a  whole — a  region  of 
large  distances,  gigantic  mountain  peaks  and  ranges 
green-sloped  and  snow-capped,  heaped  closely  together 
apparently  in  inextricable  confusion,  and  over  all  this 
wildness  a  soft  and  picturesque  beauty  which  is  one 
of  its  greatest  charms.  The  first  few  miles  do  not, 
perhaps,  answer  to  this  general  description  and  have 
peculiar  but  characteristic  features  of  their  own. 

It  is  a  wonderful  country  and  every  mile  of  it  inter- 
esting to  any  man,  whether  a  native  of  the  East  or  of  the 
West.  Scenery  and  timber  on  such  gigantic  scale  are 
thrilling  to  even  a  mountaineer.  The  air  is  clear,  crisp, 
and  induces  such  an  appetite  that  every  meal  is  looked 
forward  to  with  delight.  When  it  is  a  man's  own  tackle 
that  has  furnished  the  fish,  or  his  own  gun  that  has 
furnished  the  bird  or  meat,  the  relish  of  the  meal  is  all 
the  greater.  Let  it  be  particularly  borne  in  mind  that 
the  trout  fishing  is  not  merely  good,  but  distinctly  fine. 
A  man  doesn't  have  to  be  an  old-timer  to  land  a  creditable 
string  of  either  mountain,  salmon,  brook  or  rainbow  trout. 

There  is  always  an  exhilaration  in  mountaineering 
and  the  more  natural  and  rugged  the  surroundings,  the 
keener  the  effect.  The  Cody  Road  is  a  pioneer's  trail 
blazed  through  a  region  primeval,  and  in  all  the  distance 
from  Cody  to  the  Lake  Hotel  there  is  no  suggestion  of 
anything  else.  No  stores,  no  shops,  no  furnace  smoke. 
no    "social    etiquette" — nothing    but    the   great    rugged 


West,  crude,  heroic  and  cordial.  The  invader  finds  no 
sign-boards  warning  him  off  the  grass  or  forbidding  him 
to  enter  "private  grounds."  If  some  particular  spot 
tempts  him,  the  temptation  need  not  be  resisted.  For 
him  there  is  an  equal  but  a  safer  freedom  than  the  Indian 
enjoyed  a  hundred  years  ago. 

For  a  business  or  professional  man  it  is  the  most 
complete  rest  in  the  world.  For  a  woman  it  is  as  healthful 
an  outing  as  she  can  desire  if  she  takes  horseback  riding 
and  mountain  climbing  in  moderation  in  the  early  stages 
of  the  journey.  In  short,  the  Cody  way  into  Yellowstone 
Park  is  the  way  for  that  man  or  woman  who  wants  a 
real  outing  without  being  subjected  to  such  dangers  or 
hardships  as  to  make  it  hazardous  or  uncomfortable. 

The  departure  from  Cody  through  its  semi-arid, 
treeless  surroundings  gives  little  promise  of  the  rich 
experiences  to  follow.  .  Crossing  to,  and  following  the 
North  Bank  of  the  Shoshone  River,  a  geyser  basin, 
similar  to  those  in  Yellowstone  Park  and  now  extinct 
but  for  the  famous  DeMaris  medicinal  hot  springs,  is 
passed  and  Shoshone  River  Canyon  entered.  Here  one 
first  appreciates  the  magnitude  of  the  irrigation  works 
in  the  Big  Horn  Basin  upon  which  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment is  spending  over  seven  million  dollars.  The  Canyon 
is  about  six  miles  long,  formed  by  the  almost  perpendicular 
sides  of  Rattlesnake  and  Cedar  mountains  rising  above 
the  river  to  a  height  of  several  thousand  feet,  rocky, 
jagged  and  almost  barren  of  vegetation.  Through  this 
canyon  and  along  the  face  of  Rattlesnake  Mountain,  the 
Government  has  blasted  from  the  solid  rock  a  broad, 
solid  highway.  Following  the  river  for  some  distance, 
now  level  with  it,  now  overlooking  it  from  sheer,  giddy 
heights,  now  and  then  through  rock-hewn  tunnels,  always 
gradually  rising,  the  road  finally  reaches  a  point  above 
the  top  of  the  Government  dam,  the  highest  masonry

dam  in  the  world — thirty-seven  feet  higher  than  the 
famous  Flatiron  Building  in  New  York.  Here  a  broad, 
magnificent  vista  to  the  westward  greets  the  eye;  imme- 
diately below  and  extending  some  miles  is  the  reservoir 
of  the  Government  irrigation  system,  and  beyond  and 
between  the  high  ranges  to  the  North  and  South,  gradually 
drawing  more  closely  together,  is  the  winding  way  through 
the  mountains  along  which  the  Shoshone  River  and  Cody 
Road  keep  close  company  for  so  many  miles. 

After  descending  through  the  west  end  of  the  canyon, 
the  road  skirts  the  shore  of  Shoshone  Lake  (the  Govern- 
ment reservoir)  for  a  mile  or  two  and  then  winds  past 
small  irrigated  ranches,  through  the  willows  and  cotton- 
woods  of  the  North  Fork  of  the  Shoshone.  Approaching 
the  edge  of  the  Forest  Reserve,  the  character  of  the 
country  changes — no  longer  are  there  any  ranches, 
vegetation  is  more  luxuriant,  the  quaking  aspen  appears, 
and  ere  long  the  evergreen  becomes  one  of  the  principal 
features  of  the  landscape,  the  river  narrows  and  becomes 
increasingly  boisterous  as  it  is  more  and  more  hemmed 
in  by  the  growing  proximity  of  the  mountains.  From 
this  point  for  some  miles  the  mountains  are  very  irregular 
and  the  red  sandstone  of  the  nearby  ridges  commences  to 
assume  those  fantastic  shapes  which  reach  their  climax 
on  either  side  of  Wapiti.  One  is  reminded  somewhat 
of  the  Garden  of  the  Gods,  but  here  the  oddity  of  form 
and  grouping  is  greatly  exaggerated  and  covers  a  far 
more  extensive  area.  Little  imagination  is  required  to 
note  the  many  curious  forms  in  these  peculiar  formations, 
some  of  which  have  been  appropriately  named  the  Dead 
Indian,  the  Hole  in  the  Wall,  the  Clock  Tower,  Pinnacle 
Point,  the  Holy  City,  Statuary  Hill,  Chimney  Rock,  and 
so  on  ad  infinitum. 

Looking  westward  from  Wapiti,  elevation  6,150  feet, 
the  road  seems  barred  by  the  Absoraka  Range  which 
extends  almost  solid  from  North  to  South,  with  forty 
snow-capped   peaks,    none    less    than    10,000    feet,    and 


many  reaching  over  12,000  feet,  and  one  well  wonders 
how  all  these  snowy  peaks  are  to  be  passed. 

From  this  point  until  well  into  the  Park,  the  Douglas 
fir  and  Engleman  spruce — the  most  stately  and  beautiful 
of  all  the  Park  trees,  both  individually  and  collectively — ■ 
cover  the  mountain  slopes,  practically  to  the  exclusion 
of  other  tree  growth.  There  are  no  burned-over  tracts 
in  the  forest,  there  are  no  barren,  rocky  slopes,  the  road 
is  lined  with  grass  and  wild  flowers  grow  in  the  greatest 
profusion  and  variety,  and  altogether  the  scene  is  con- 
stantly one  not  only  of  grandeur,  but  of  intense  beauty 
quite  indescribable. 

From  Wapiti  to  Pahaska  Tepee,  at  the  confluence 
of  the  North  Fork  of  the  Shoshone  River  and  Middle 
Creek,  it  is  twenty-six  miles.  The  Tepee  has  what 
is  perhaps  the  most  charmingly  exquisite  situation  and 
outlook  between  Cody  and  the  Park,  and  here  a  true 
lover  of  Nature  would  never  weary  or  time  hang  heavily 
upon  his  hands. 

Shortly  after  leaving  Pahaska,  the  Government 
Station  at  the  edge  of  the  Park  is  reached  and  here 
all  must  register  and  have  their  firearms  sealed  or  leave 
them  behind,  as  no  shooting  is  permitted  in  the  Park; 
nor  are  dogs  under  any  circumstances  allowed  to  enter. 
From  here  the  road  climbs  steadily  and  more  and  more 
steeply  for  ten  miles,  with  Middle  Creek  for  company, 
now  alongside,  now  far  below  in  the  canyon,  but  always 
because  of  its  rapid  fall,  a  plunging,  roaring,  foaming 
torrent,  the  scenery  becoming  constantly  wilder  but  as 
softly  picturesque  as  ever.  Finally,  the  summit,  a  cleft 
in  the  top  of  the  range  where  the  snow  lies  at  the  side  of 
the  wagon  track  nearly  all  Summer,  is  reached.  This  is 
Sylvan  Pass.  On  looking  back,  one  cannot  but  marvel 
at  the  ingenuity  which  must  have  been  required  to  con- 
struct the  roadway  over  which  one  has  come,  as  it  cork- 
screws round  and  round,  up  and  up,  circling  over  itself 
time  after  time  as  it  rises  through  the  canyon.

The  Pass  is  but  a  few  feet  across  and  soon  Sylvan 
Lake  is  reached,  and  although  at  an  elevation  almost 
as  great  as  the  Pass,  this  mountain  gem  seems  to  nestle 
at  the  very  foot  of  the  lofty  mountains  which  cluster 
about  it  protectingly  on  all  sides.  It  is  a  never-to-be- 
forgotten  scene — the  bright  blue  of  the  sky  reflected  in 
the  clear  depths  of  the  lake,  the  white  snow  splotches 
contrasting  with  the  varying  greens  of  the  forest  slopes, 
over  all  the  bright  lights  and  shadows  of  the  noonday 
sun  and  round  about  Nature's  quiet,  never  quite  perfect, 
and  in  this  case  broken  only  by  the  murmur  of  the  nearby 
tumbling  cascades  and  mountain  streams  and  the  occa- 
sional note  of  a  mountain  songster. 

As  the  Lake  Hotel  has  an  altitude  of  7,790  feet,  the 
descent  of  the  western  slope  from  the  Pass  is  much  more 
gradual  than  the  ascent  of  the  eastern  slope,  although 
equally  picturesque.  On  both  sides  of  the  Pass  the  most 
beautiful  waterfalls  are  frequently  encountered,  and  deer, 
elk,  and  other  wild  game  are  seen  in  increasingly  large 
numbers  and  with  great  frequency. 

The  downward  road  is  almost  tortuous  in  its  windings, 
and  an  ever-changing  prospect  greets  the  eye,  one  moment 
a  splendid  panorama  of  Yellowstone  Lake,  then,  as  the 
road  momentarily  turns  back,  there  appears,  perhaps,  a 
towering,  forest-clad  mountain  with  its  snowy  peak  and 
an  intervening  canyon  of  great  depth,  through  the  bottom 
of  which  rushes  one  of  those  numerous  clear,  cold  streams 
of  snow  water — the  natural  home  of  the  mountain  trout, 
and  next  perhaps  an  open,  level,  grassy  glade,  a  favorite 
feeding  place  for  the  elk  and  deer;  and  so  it  goes,  each 
scene  seeming  more  entrancing  than  the  last,  until  finally 
the  level  is  reached  and  the  road,  winding  through  forests 
of  lodge-pole  pine,  past  Turbid  Lake  and  Indian  Pond 
and  across  Yellowstone  River,  soon  reaches  the  Lake 
Hotel,  and  the  never-to-be-forgotten  trip  over  the  Cody 
Road  and  through  the  beautiful  Shoshone  country  is  at 
an  end. 


Tours  Via  the  Cody  Road 

In  addition  to  the  regular  Park  trips,  operated  in 
connection  with  the  hotels  in  the  Park  as  shown  on 
page  14,  camping  trips  are  operated  over  the  Cody  road 
and  have  proved  decidedly  popular. 

The  Wylie  Way 

The  Wylie  Permanent  Camping  Company,  under 
a  contract  with  the  Government,  operates  daily  tours 
from  Cody  to  and  through  Yellowstone  Park  from 
June  15th  to  September  10th.  Guests  of  the  Wylie 
Company  use  automobile  stage  from  Cody  to  Camp 
Cody  at  the  east  boundary  of  the  Park,  a  distance  of 
58  miles.  From  Camp  Cody  the  tour  is  by  Wylie  Park 
wagon  with  accommodations  at  the  permanent  camps. 

The  1914  season  is  the  thirty-first  anniversary  of  the 
establishment  of  this  Company  in  the  Park.  There 
are  seven  Wylie  permanent  camps  on  the  regular  tour 
from  Cody — one  at  each  of  the  important  places  of 
interest.  Each  camp  is  a  village  of  tent-cottages,  with 
private  sleeping  tents,  dining  hall,  administration  and 
assembly  halls,  recreation  pavilions,  etc.,  all  under 
canvas.  Each  sleeping  tent  is  double-topped,  framed, 
floored  and  heated.  The  sleeping  compartments  are 
comfortable,  private  and  sanitary.  The  furniture  in- 
cludes large  double  bed  (no  cots),  wash  stand,  camp 
chairs,  mirror,  rugs,  etc.  The  attendants  are  young 
women  of  refinement,  drawn  from  private  homes  and 
colleges,  and  service  at  their  hands  is  courteous,  intelli- 
gent and  painstaking.

Note: — The  first  half-day  and  the  last  half-day  of  all  round-trip  tours  from 
Cody  are  made  in  automobiles,  which  operate  between  Cody  and  the  east  Park  line. 
Tours  do  not  include  meals  at  Cody. 

SIX-DAY  PARK  TRIP.   (Seven  days  from  Cody) 

From  Cody  (East  Entrance)  only,  around  the  Park,  and  return  to  point  of 
entrance,  including  Grand  Canyon,  Mammoth  Hot  Springs,  the  Geyser  Basins  and 
Yellowstone  Lake. 

First  Half-Day. — Leave  Cody  1:30  p.  m.,  arrive  Camp  Cody,  East  Entrance, 
6:00  p.  m. 

First  Day — Leave  Camp  Cody  7:00  a.  m.,  arrive  Lake  Camp  12:00  m.  Leave

Second  Day — Entire  day  spent  at  Grand  Canyon  of  the  Yellowstone  River  with 
morning  drive  to  Inspiration  Point.

Basin  Camp  4:45  p.  m. 

Fifth  Day — Leave  Upper  Geyser  Basin  8:15  a.  m.,  arrive  Thumb  Lunch  Station 
12:15  p.  m.     Leave  Thumb  Lunch  Station  2.00  p.  m.,  arrive  Lake  Camp  4:45  p.  m. 

Sixth  Day — Leave  Lake  Camp  12:30  p.  m.,  arrive  Camp  Cody  5:30  p.  m. 

Last  Half-day — Leave  Camp  Cody  7:00  a.  m.,  arrive  Cody  12:00  m.  Train 
leaves  Cody  12:40  p.  m. 

Rate,  including  automobile  transportation  from  Cody  to  east  boundary,  stage 
transportation,  meals,  lodgings,  guides,  and  all  necessary  expense,  $50.75. 

FIVE-DAY  PARK  TRIP.   (Six  days  from  Cody)

For  those  who  are  fond  of  camp  life  and  have  sufficient 
time  at  their  disposal  to  admit  of  taking  the  trip  through 
the  Park  in  a  more  leisurely  way,  the  16-day  camping 
trips  described  herein  will  prove  very  enjoyable. 

This  company  has  enjoyed  :a  very  satisfactory  business 
for  years,  their  outfits  are  first  class  and  those  who  have 
made  the  trip  with  them  have  been  uniformly  well  pleased 
with  the  service  rendered. 


Tours  will  leave  Cody  on  July  4,  9,  19,  24,  29,  August 
5,  10  and  23.  As  a  limited  number  only  can  be  accom- 
modated on  each  tour,  membership  must  be  applied 
for  well  in  advance ;  persons  waiting  until  arrival  at  Cody 
are  almost  certain  to  meet  with  disappointment  in  find- 
ing the  parties  filled. 

The  schedule  of  the  trip  is  as  follows,  and  by  reference 
to  the  map  the  location  of  each  night's  camp  may  be  seen: 

First  Day — Leaving  Cody  in  the  morning  and  passing  through  Shoshone  Canyon 
and  along  the  beautiful  North  Fork  of  the  Shoshone  River,  past  the  Government 
dam,  Reservoir  Lake,  and  through  a  series  of  tunnels,  to  the  ranch  (1). 

Second  Day — Past  towering  Thousand-foot  Cliff  and  Holy  City,  a  strange  rock 
formation — so  named  by  early  settlers,  Cathedral  Rock,  Chimney  Rock  and  other 
pojnts  of  interest  and  through  forests  of  magnificent  pines  untouched  by  the  despoiling 
hand  of  man.     Camp  (2)  on  Middle  Creek. 

Third  Day — Past  the  Government  station  and  up  Middle  Creek,  over  Sylvan 
Pass  via  the  corkscrew  road,  past  Elinor  Lake  and  down  to  beautiful  Sylvan  Lake. 
Camp  (3)  on  shore  of  Sylvan  Lake. 

Fourth  Day — After  leaving  Sylvan  Lake,  the  first  glimpse  of  Yellowstone  Lake 
is  through  dense  forests  of  pine,  reflecting  the  Grand  Tetons  like  a  great  mirror. 
Apollinaris  Springs,  Turbid  Lake  and  the  YVedded  Trees  are  seen.  Camp  (4)  on  the 
shore  of  Yellowstone  Lake. 

Fifth  Day — Leaving  Yellowstone  Lake,  the  Natural  Bridge  is  seen,  and  at  the 
Thumb  Station,  on  the  West  Arm  of  Yellowstone  Lake,  the  bubbling  Paint  Pots 
and  the  Fish  Cone,  where,  without  changing  position,  one  may  catch  fish  from  the 
cool  waters  of  the  lake  and  boil  them  in  the  seething  cauldron.  The  Continental 
Divide  is  crossed,  near  which  Camp  (5)  is  made.  Anyone  wishing  to  enjoy  a  ride 
on  the  lake  may  leave  the  party  in  the  morning,  take  the  boat  from  Lake  Station  to 
Thumb  Station  and  join  the  party  after  luncheon.  The  charge  for  the  boat  trip  will, 
of  course,  be  extra. 

Sixth  Day — Leaving  the  Continental  Divide  camp,  Lone  Star  Geyser  is  reached, 
thence  to  the  Kepler  Cascade  and  on  to  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin,  where  is  seen  Old 
Faithful  Geyser  and  over  300  beautifully-colored  pools.  Then  the  road  leads  down 
the  Firehole  River,  through  the  Biscuit,  Midway  and  Lower  Geyser  basins. 
Camp  (t>)  is  made  near  a  cool  spring  on  the  banks  of  the  Firehole  River,  where  the 
night  is  spent  beside  the  Riverside  Geyser,  and  near  the  Giant  and  Grotto  Geysers. 

Seventh  Day — We  visit  Firehole  Lake,  the  Great  Fountain  Geyser,  the  Five 
Sisters,  Excelsior  and  Skeleton  Pool.  Camp  (7)  at  a  cold  spring  on  the  bank  of  the 
Firehole  River. 

Eighth  Day — Continuing  down  the  Firehole  River  to  Gibbon  River,  passing 
through  Gibbon  Canyon  and  Norris  Geyser  Basin  and  past  the  Devil's  Frying  Pan. 
Roaring  Mountain  and  Obsidian  Cliff  (a  mountain  of  volcanic  glass).  Camp  (8) 
near  Apollinaris  Springs. 

Ninth  Day — The  Golden  Gate.  Silver  Gate,  the  Hoodoos  and  Mammoth  Hot 
Springs,  the  Devil's  Kitchen,  Jupiter  and  Cleopatra  terraces,  Fort  Yellowstone  and 
the  various  points  of  interest  in  this  locality.  Camp  (9)  on  the  bank  of  East  Gardiner 
Creek.

Tenth  Day — Through  a  country  of  open  parks  and  mountain  scenery  of  great 
beauty,  spending  some  time  in  the  petrified  forests  and  passing  the  Lower  Canyon 
of  the  Yellowstone.     Camp  (10)  at  Tower  Falls.     .„  M  M  -«•■*  -«*»•».  .*s 

Eleventh  Day — Leaving  Tower  Falls,  Mount  Washburn  is  ascended,  and  from 
its  summit  is  seen  a  panorama  of  the  entire  Park,  with  lakes,  geysers,  forests,  streams 
and  canyons  spread  out  in  a  magnificent  view.  Descending  Mount  Washburn  the 
Grand  Canyon  of  the  Yellowstone  is  leached,  near  which  Camp  (11)  is  made. 

Twelfth  Day — This  entire  day  is  spent  in  and  about  the  Grand  Canyon.  Near 
camp  may  be  found,  carved  deep  in  the  bark  of  a  tree,  this  inscription:  J  O  R — 
August  28,  1819,  being  the  earliest  proven  record  of  the  presence  of  man  in  Wonder- 
land. 

Thirteenth  Day — Leaving  Grand  Canyon,  the  trip  is  through  Hayden  Valley, 
passing  the  Mud  Yolcano  and  Gable  Geyser  and  crossing  the  Yellowstone  River. 
Camp  (12)  at  Indian  Pond,  near  the  shore  of  Yellowstone  Lake. 

Fourteenth  Day — Sylvan  Lake  is  passed  and  the  ascent  and  descent  of  Sylvan 
Pass  is  made.     Camp  Beautiful  (13)  near  Government  Station. 

Fifteenth  Day — Practically  a  repetition  of  the  second  day,  excepting,  of  course, 
that  the  journey  is  made  in  the  opposite  direction,  camp  being  made  at  the  Frost  and 
Richard  Ranch. 

Sixteenth  Day — Practically  a  repetition  of  the  first  day's  journey,  Cody  being 
reached  in  time  to  catch  the  outgoing  train. 

The  cost  of  the  tour  from  Cody  back  to  Cody,  in- 
cluding all  necessary  expenses,  is  $5.00  per  day,  or  $80 
for  the  sixteen-day  trip.  For  the  same  price  the  tour 
may  be  terminated  at  Gardiner,  the  northern  entrance 
to  the  Park,  in  this  case  occupying  four  days  less. 

The  July  excursions  are  recommended  to  those  who 
are  specially  interested  in  flowers  or  botanical  research, 
and  the  August  excursions  to  those  who  wish  to  see  the 
maximum  of  wild  animal  life. 

Sixteen-day  saddle-horse  camping  trips  through  the 
Park,  will  leave  Cody  on  the  same  days  as  the  regular 
camping  trips.     The  horseback  parties  will  travel  inde- 


pendently of  the  camping  parties  during  the  daytime, 
taking  the  trails  when  practicable,  but  at  night  will  stop 
at  the  regular  camps.  A  competent  and  experienced 
guide  will  accompany  each  party  and  a  Park  wagon  will 
be  taken  along  so  that  those  tiring  of  the  saddle  may  rest. 
Easy-gaited,  well-broke  and  gentle  saddle  horses  and 
easy-riding  cowboy  saddles  will  be  furnished.  The  rate 
for  the  sixteen-day  horseback  trip  is  $112. 

In  addition  to  the  above-named  regular  Park  tours, 
a  special  28-day  trip  (including  regular  Park  tour  and 
trip  into  the  Jackson  Hole  country),  will  leave  Cody 
about  July  15,  rate  $140  per  person. 

Many  ladies  make  the  camping  tour  and  enjoy  it 
thoroughly;  children  as  young  as  seven  or  eight  years 
have  made  the  trip,  some  even  going  horseback,  as  there 
is  always  a  man  in  the  party  to  teach  the  inexperienced 
to  ride,  and  who  accompanies  the  children  and  inexperi- 
enced riders  of  the  party  at  all  times. 

There  is  no  crowding;  every  one  is  sure  of  a  seat  at 
table  and  in  surrey;  only  two  persons  are  put  in  a  surrey 
seat  and  never  more  than  two  are  put  in  one  tent  except 
on  request. 

Application  should  be  made  to  Frost  &  Richard, 
Cody,  Wyo.,  and  had  best  be  made  by  mail  direct, 
although  any  Burlington  Route  representative  (see 
list  on  page  15),  will  be  glad  to  take  up  with  them  the 
question  of  membership  for  you,  if  desired. 
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Applications  for  membership  in  the  special  28-day 
trip  should  be  accompanied  by  a  retainer  of  $10  as  this 
trip  is  popular  and  the  party  will  be  limited. 

Persons  making  camping  or  horseback  tours  should 
take  their  old  clothes  (fall  weight),  a  sweater,  two  extra 
changes  of  underwear,  a  pair  of  good,  heavy-soled  shoes, 
soft  hat,  blue  glasses,  raincoat,  two  or  three  towels  (it 
having  been  shown  that  towels  may  not  be  satisfactorily 
supplied  by  the  outfitter),  and  a  bathing  suit.  Trunks 
will  be  taken  care  of  by  the  outfitter,  so  that  persons 
need  not  dress  in  their  outing  togs  till  reaching  Cody. 


Life  on  the  Ranch 

The  number  of  eastern  people  of  the  better  class 
who  annually  spend  a  few  weeks  or  months  at  the  ranches 
and  resorts  among  the  mountains  and  along  the  streams 
of  the  Shoshone  National  Forest,  is  not  only  surprisingly 
large,  but  is  increasing  every  year.  A  large  proportion 
comes  from  New  York,  Philadelphia  and  other  eastern 
cities  and  includes  many  business  and  professional  men; 
here  artists  and  men  of  letters  have  for  years  found 
inspiration  for  some  of  their  best  work;  here  college  men 
spend  ideal  vacations,  and  here  ladies  and  children,  who 


come  in  considerable  numbers,  find  opportunities  for  rest 
and  the  quiet  enjoyment  of  outdoor  life  not  to  be  found 
elsewhere. 

Many  people  have  an  erroneous  idea  of  the  country, 
for  while  life  has  much  the  same  picturesque  freedom 
as  ever,  the  lawless,  devil-may-care  spirit  of  the  old 
time  "wild  and  woolly  west"  is  absent,  and  the  country 
is  as  law-abiding  and  orderly  as  any. 

The  ranches  are  usually  the  comfortable  homes  of 
the  owners  of  large  horse  and  cattle  interests,  estab- 
lished many  years  ago,  that  have  been  adapted  to  the 
accommodation  of  visitors  and  are  located  principally 
along  the  South  and  North  Forks  of  the  Shoshone.  The 
other  resorts  were  established  especially  for  and  with 
particular  reference  to  the  comfortable  accommodation 
of  summer  visitors,  who,  in  ever  increasing  numbers,  are 
showing  their  appreciation  of  the  benefit  and  enjoyment 
to  be  derived  from  an  outing  in  this  splendid  country. 

Sleeping  accommodations  are  usually  provided  in 
log  buildings  as  comfortable  as  frame  structures,  and 
incidentally,  more  costly  to  build,  or  in  tent-houses  which, 
during  the  summer  months,  many  prefer  to  the  more 
substantial  dwellings.

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Meals  are  served  usually  in  a  common  dining-room 
in  a  main  building,  and  the  fare  is  plain  but  wholesome 
with  considerable  variety — plenty  of  fresh  eggs,  butter 
and  milk,  game  in  season  and  fish — as  often  as  one  wants 
to  cast  a  line. 

The  visitor  must  expect  to  leave  behind  the  luxuries 
of  civilization,  but  is  not  required  to  "rough  it,"  although 
he  may  have  all  the  flavor  and  surroundings  of  "roughing 
it"  with  none  of  its  hardships. 

The  ranches  and  resorts  are  favorably  situated  and 
are  usually  surrounded  by  lofty  forest-covered  moun- 
tains, many'  of  which  are  snow-capped  and  reach  an 
altitude  of  from  11,000  to  12,000  feet. 

In  this  delightful  region  all  the  conditions  combine 
to  restore  jaded  minds  and  bodies  to  normal  health 
and  vigor,  and  to  be  convinced  of  this  one  needs  only 
to  see  how  quickly  the  roses  return  to  the  wan  cheeks 
of  the  tired  visitor  or  his  lagging  steps  once  more  become 
light  and  buoyant. 

The  bright  sunshine  and  dry  mountain  air  and  the 
beautiful  surroundings  are  a  constant  invitation  to 
life  in  the  open,  which  may  be  enjoyed  quietly  or  in 
the  more  strenuous  ways  of  mountain  climbing,  horse- 
back riding,  etc.  Picnics,  camp-fire  dinners  and  short 
one  and  two-day  camping  trips  into  the  mountains  are 
very  popular.  Well  broken  saddle  horses,  some  especially 
suitable  for  ladies  and  children,  are  available  at  all  the 
ranches. 

Fishing  is  perhaps  the  favorite  pastime,  and  well  it 
may  be,  for  nowhere  in  this  country  is  the  gamey  moun- 
tain trout  more  plentiful  or  more  easily  taken,  and  one 
hardly  requires  to  go  beyond  the  front  door  to  fully 
enjoy  the  sport. 


The  names  and  addresses  of  previous  ranch  guests 
may  be  obtained  by  anyone  desiring  to  learn  their  opinions 
of  the  country  and  its  accommodations. 

Where  the  North  and  South  Forks  of  the  Shoshone 
River  join,  about  ten  miles  west  of  Cody,  there  has 
been  formed  by  the  completion  of  the  Government 
Shoshone  Dam  a  lake  of  some  ten  square  miles,  affording 
unrivaled  fishing  and  boating  facilities.  The  shores  of 
this  lake  offer  ideal  locations  for  summer  cottages,  and 
doubtless  in  the  near  future  many  such  will  be  built. 
A  more  delightful  place  for  a  summer  home  could  hardly 
be  imagined. 

Ranch  owners  cannot  agree  to  provide  accommo- 
dations for  invalids  or  persons  suffering  from  tubercu- 
lar afflictions. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  ranches  and  resorts. 
Most  of  those  along  the  South  Fork  are  reached  by 
stage  leaving  Cody  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday. 
Those  along  the  North  Fork  are  reached  by  daily  auto- 
mobile which  leaves  Cody  shortly  after  the  arrival  of 
the  train.

therefore,  be  made  in  advance.  Those  joining  this  trip  should  plan  to  arrive  at  the 
ranch  in  time  to  be  on  hand  and  take  part  in  the  "Frontier  Day"  celebration,  which 
will  be  a  regular  old-time  ranch  meet.

Big  Game  Hunting 


'The  possibilities  for  a  successful  'Big  Game'  hunt  in  this  section  of  the  Shoshone 
National  Forest  cannot,  I  think,  be  over-estimated  at  the  present  time,  as  the  variety 
of  the  game  animals,  their  numbers  and  the  comparatively  easy  and  short  trip  to 
the  hunting  grounds,  can  be  found  nowhere  else  in  the  United  States.  The  elk 
and  deer  are  increasing  rapidly  and  bear  and  other  predatory  animals  are  in  great 
numbers  and  afford  fine  sport  with  hounds.  Joining  Yellowstone  Park,  as  it  does. 
where  game  protection  is  a  paramount  issue,  this  forest  is  assured  of  numbers  of  all 
game  animals  indefinitely.  This  is.  I  think,  about  the  only  country  left  outside  of 
Alaska  where  hunting  the  big  horn  sheep  may  be  done  with  success,  as  these  animals 
are  fast  disappearing  and  those  that  remain,  very'  hard  to  hunt  with  any  degree  of 
success." 

So  says  John  B.  Goff,  the  well-known  guide,  who  had  charge  of  Theodore  Roose- 
velt's two  big  game  hunts  in  Colorado  and  who  has  established  hunting  headquarters 
in  this  big  game  country,  through  which  roam  great  herds  of  elk,  sometimes  number- 
ing as  many  as  1,500  head,  numerous  deer,  the  wary  mountain  sheep,  the  unfriendly 
grizzly,  cinnamon  and  silver-tip  bear,  the  greedy  but  harmless  black  bear,  the  bristling 
porcupine  and  other  quarry.

These  parties  have  for  years  made  the  outfitting  and  guiding  of  such  hunts  a 
special  business.  ha\e  extensive  outfits  of  saddle  and  pack  horses,  tents,  and  mess 
wagons  and  may  be  depended  upon  to  give  entire  satisfaction.  Most  of  these 
parties  have  large  packs  of  excellent  dogs,  "none  better  in  the  world,  '  principally 
Airedale  terriers  and  fox  hounds  for  bear,  mountain  lion,  cats  and  wolves.  They 
are  also  equipped  to  conduct  parties  to  and  through  the  park,  furnishing  all 
necessary  outfit,  and  solicit  correspondence  with  interested  parties. 

The  open  season  on  deer,  elk  and  big  horn  sheep  is  September  1st  to  December 
1st;  on  sage  chickens,  August  1st  to  September  15th;  on  prairie  chickens  and  [ 
September  25tli  to  November  30th;  on  snipe  or  other  wader  or  plover,  September 
1st  to  April  30th,  and  on  bear,  mountain  lion,  cats,  coyotes  and  wolves,  the  entire 
year.  The  season  on  antelope  and  moose  is  closed  until  1915.  The  individual 
kill  of  game  birds  must  not  exceed  twelve  per  day;  of  game  it  must  not  exceed  two 
elk,  two  deer  and  one  male  mountain  sheep  pet 


The  best  time  for  bear,  i.  e.,  when  their  fur  is  in  the  best  condition,  is  April  15th 
to  June  15th,  but  the  fur  of  the  lion  and  cat  is  in  good  condition  at  all  times. 

Non-residents  are  required  to  purchase  a  hunter's  license  costing  $50  in  order 
to  hunt  deer,  elk  or  mountain  sheep  (no  license  required  to  hunt  predatory  animals) 
and  a  gunner's  license  costing  $5.00  permits  the  killing  of  game  birds  during  the 
current  year.  Non-residents  entering  the  game  fields  are  also  required  to  employ 
licensed  guides. 

The  cost  of  a  big  game  hunt  will  vary  from  $15  to  $20  per  day  per  capita, 
according  to  the  size  of  the  party,  two,  three  or  four  (exclusive  of  guides,  etc.),  and 
according  to  the  time  occupied,  two  or  four  weeks.  These  charges  include  the 
services  of  licensed  guides,  necessary  first-class  saddle  and  pack  horses,  large  sleeping 
tents  with  stove,  a  large  mess  tent,  the  best  of  "grub,"  first-class  cook  and  helpers  and 
pack  of  well-trained  dogs.  Folding  chairs,  tables,  and  camp  cots  are  usually  a  part 
of  the  outfit.     All  the  visitor  must  bring  is  his  clothing,  guns  and  ammunition.

Tickets  sold  at  fares  shown  herein  which  include  hotel  accommodations,  will 
entitle  passenger  to  accommodations  to  the  value  of  $5.00  per  day  (American  plan). 
The  price  of  rooms  with  bath,  and  certain  large  and  well  located  rooms,  ranges  from 
$6.00  to  $7.00  per  day  (American  plan).  Patrons  desiring  the  higher  priced  accom- 
modations may  pay  the  difference  between  the  $5.00  rate  covered  by  their  tickets 
and  the  rate  applicable  to  the  room  selected. 

The  trip  through  the  Park  is  made  in  two  and  three-seated  surreys,  carrying 
three  and  five  passengers  respectively,  and  five-passenger  Park  wagons,  all 
drawn  by  two  horses;  also  in  seven-passenger  and  eleven-passenger  coaches, 
drawn  by  four  horses.  Between  Gardiner  and  Mammoth  Hot  Springs  six  horse 
coaches  of  the  tally-ho  style,  seating  twenty  to  thirty-four  persons  are  used. 
Passengers  via  Cody  are  carried  only  in  two  and  three  seated  surreys,  accommodating 
three  and  five  passengers  each. 

If  a  party  desires  to  stop  longer  than  the  regular  Park  schedule  provides,  and 
retain  the  vehicle  in  which  they  commenced  the  Park  journey,  the  approximate 
charge  for  each  day  over  the  regular  schedule  for  a  two-seated  surrey  is  $7.50;  for  a 
three-seated  surrey  or  Park  wagon,  $10.00;  for  a  seven-passenger  coach,  $12.50; 
for  an  eleven-passenger  coach,  $15.00  per  day.  All  these  vehicles  make  schedule 
time  between  hotels  and  are  subject  to  same  rules  and  regulations  as  the  regular 
coaches  in  regard  to  leaving  time,  etc. 

Persons  desiring  the  exclusive  use  of  any  size  surrey  or  coach  must  pay  for  the 
full  capacity  of  the  vehicle.     Three  Yellowstone  Park  stage  ticketscover  tin 
for  a  two-seated  surrey;  five  tickets  for  a  three-seated  surrey  or  Park  wagon;  seven 


tickets  for  a  seven-passenger  coach,  and  eleven  tickets  for  an  eleven-passenger  coach. 
If  two  people  desire  the  exclusive  use  of  a  two-seated  surrey  (which  seats  three  and 
the  driver),  they  must  pay  approximately  $22. a0  additional;  for  example,  for  the 
third  unoccupied  seat  on  a  five-day  stage  trip. 

On  the  days  a  party  makes  a  regular  drive  between  hotels,  they  cannot  use  the 
team  again,  but  on  days  when  stop-over  is  made,  if  they  are  paying  for  the  lay-over 
of  the  vehicle  in  accordance  with  the  preceding  paragraph,  they  may  use  the  team  in 
the  morning  and  again  in  the  afternoon,  or  they  may  use  the  team  for  an  all-day 
picnic,  but  in  no  case  will  they  be  allowed  to  make  a  longer  trip  than  four  miles  in 
the  morning  and  four  miles  in  the  afternoon. 

Parties  desiring  a  special  driving  schedule,  not  wishing  to  be  governed  by  the 
rules  and  running  time  of  the  regular  coaches,  must  make  special  arrangements 
with  the  Superintendent  of  the  stage  company  at  Mammoth  Hot  Springs  or  Cody.
